We hnvo, iu every instance iu which the 


question has come before, us, refused to inter- 
fere with the Executive or the L,fnislativa De- 
partments of the Government, in respect to 
matters which arc by tho Constitution intrust- 
ed to those department,', aud most nseurcdiy 
shall declino to take jurisdiction of this pro- 
ceeding, if wo cannot proceed without ti'.ich in- 
terference. The department iu which the Con- 
stitution vests a power, luust execute the pow- 
er, and no other department can be allowed to 
interfere, without destroying tha balance of the 
Constitution, and producing disorder and cou« 
fusion. 


To dhow that this proceeding, if it resulted 


in the removal from office of the person who 
has obtained possession of thu office, of Gover- 
nor, would interfere with tho K.xeoutive de- 
partment, the counsel for the Hespondcut con- 
tended, that the person filling the office. ofGov- 
ernor had tiuthority to determine his right to 
tho office. 
Thia position, if true, clearly shows 


that we are without jurisdiction, for it" this au- 
thority in vested in the Governor, most clearly 
we cannot take it froin him, uor interfere with 
him in its exercise. But we have been unable 
to find anything in the. Constitution, or in the 
nature of Executive power, which citn bu relied 
upon to sustain this position. On tho cnntrarv. 
tho Constitution expressly provides (Art. 5, 
Sec. 3) that thu Governor and Lieut. Governor, 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
State at the times and places of choosing mem 
ben'of the Legislature, and that tho persons 
respectively having the highest number of votes 
for Governor and Lieut. Governor, shall be 
elected. 


It was not contended that the Governor has 


the right to canvass tho votes cast at nn elec- 
tion, nod to determine that he has received the 
highest number; but thnt in acute like the 
present, when it is admitted upon tho record, 
that the peraon filling tho office, obtained it by 
usurpation and intrusion, and without any legal 
right whatever, ho has authority to determine 
that he has a right to the office. 


It is Apparent thnt this alleged authority

Article seven, Buutioii first, provides that; the 
House of lifpresentativea shall h«vu the pow- 
er of impeaching all civil officers of this State, 
and thnt nn trial of an impeachment against 
the Governor, tho Lieutetmnt Governor shall 
Dot act as a member of tin) Court. It will be 
seen that his position is called an office in tho 
fifth article of tho constitution, and that hit is 
designated ae a civil officer in the seventh ar^ 
ticlo of the same instrument.
